In the dirty boat y ard all morning a fte r j 
rushing the tioathou.se and clearing it 
out. 
A shot cam e from the boathouse, I 
and we knew flu* ‘splggot.v* gang was 
back again, sniping.

o f them craw ling alo n g with his rifle. 
Leo saw him. too, au d w e agreed to kill 
him together.
